Slavs of the Pajaro Valley: 

How well have the Dalmatians ad¬ 
justed to the community in which they 
chose to make their homes, and in 
which they wield such economic lever¬ 
age. 

Answer: Remarkably well. 

This is perhaps pretentious. At 
the time the early Dalmatians arrived 
there weren't many native Caucasians 
of mature years in the Pajaro Valley. 
As it is sometimes said of Americans, 
everybody qot off the boat, and in 
the Pajaro Valley, nearly everyone, 
with the exception of the Spaniards 
and Mexicans, had come from the 
"outside." The Dalmatians had add¬ 
itional handicaps-usually the couldn't 
speak the language(sometimes not even 
read or write their own Croatian) and 
they were desperately poor. They 
were also young, and at an age when 
the young males of today are strugg¬ 
ling with the elementary algebra and 


flirting with girls in high schools 
classes, the Dalmatians of the same 
age 60 and 70 years ago were required 
to shoulder the responsibilities of 
grown men. 

The language barrier was such as 
to present many difficulties, and these 
led to cruel jokes at times. One elder¬ 
ly Dalmatian recalls that shortly 
after arrivinq in this country and 
going to work, he became enamored of a 
young girl who rode past him daily on 
her bicycle at the ranch where he was 
employed. He asked his Slav employer 
how he might approach the girl, and 
was taught some English words that he 
was assured would please her. At first 
opportunity, he addressed her. It was 
a disaster-the words conveyed not a 
proper sentiment..- but an improper one, 
and the girl's mother, who had overheard 
in shocked disbelief, attacked the be¬ 
fuddled boy. 

(The language barrier also worked 
in reverse. One non-Slav of the times 
who wanted to ingratiate himself with 
the Dalmatians asked to be taught a 
greeting in Croatian, and uoon mastering 
the difficult words, used them at every 
opportunity. It was not long before 
he discovered that the "greeting" he 
was repeating was a gross and earthy 
epithet.) 

Strangely, the Yugoslavs havd not 
particularly enriched the English voc¬ 
abulary used in the Pajaro Valley, with 
one tenuous exception, one typical of 
Slav humor. In the apple sheds, the 
Dalmatians hired Chinese and Japanese 
workers, and when they wished not to be 
understood, reverted to sneaking 
Croatian among themselves. Unfortunr. 
ately, because of the similarity of the 
English and Croatian words for Japanese 
and Chinese, the Oriental workers could 
tell when they were being sooken about. 

According to the story, perhaps 
aoopcryphal, the Dalmatians began 
substituting the word "cousin" to apply 
to the Oriental workers. Some time 
later, so it goes, a Slav bar owner, 
upon being asked who a certain Negro 
was, replied "my cousin." Today 
"cousin" has evolved into a commonly 
used and friendly appelation (Hello, 
Cousin."). 
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For obvious reasons of lanquaqe 
and custom, the early Slav immigrants 
tended to form their own clubs and 
groups. Principal among these were 
the Slavic American Benevolent Society, 
which dispensed insurance and other 
benefits and attended to funerals and 
other matters of that nature ( today 
it has about 175 members in Watson¬ 
ville; it is an all-male society), 
and the social Croatian Fraternal 
Union, which now has about 300 mem¬ 
bers . 

One other organization came into 
beinq in May of 1944 when the four 
local Slav orqanizations in the 
valley united to form the Pajaro 
Valley United Committee of South 
Slavic Americans. Dr. P. B. 

Marinovich, who was later to become 
mayor, was elected president. Its 
purpose was to help the Yuaoslavs in 
the conquered territories, and 
Slav refugees who had fled their 
homelands. 

The early formation of Slavonic 
groups also resulted from job and 
social discrimination, although there 
is no evidence that it was either ex¬ 
tensive or particularly maicious, 
since in the early days of the valley, 
nationality groups tended to stich 
together anyway, and to exchange good 
natured insults with rival qroups. 

The Elks lodge in Watsonville at one 
time bared most Slavs. When they 
liberalized their admission policy in 
the late '30s, the Dalmatians were 
hardly flattered. Some still refused 
to apply for fear of the blackball. 

In recent years, the Elks have en¬ 
listed many members from the ranks of 
the Yugoslav, community, includina 
some of the old timers who were once 
barred. 

The Dalmatians have retained some 
of the customs of their homeland, 
although there is evidence that some 
are being discarded as new gener¬ 
ations grow up, and as the Slavs 
integrate themselves into community 
life. In contrast to their material 
modesty'during their liftimes, they 
are still wont to,spend large sums 
on their crypts in Catholic burial 
grounds; a walk through the cemetery 
at Valley Catholic Church east of 
Watsonville is an eye-openinq exper¬ 
ience . _g_ 


Some of their foods, especially breads 
and meats such as sausage and ham, are 
prepared in the old country way and 
served principally on holidays or fes¬ 
tive occasions. They also savor the 
wines and brandies made by Slavs. When 
the Dalmatians migrated here, they 
brought with them the skills of wine¬ 
making learned at home. During Prohib¬ 
ition, some Slavs took to the Pajaro 
Valley hills where they onerated stills 
Even afterward, when the sale of liquor 
became leaal again, a few Slavs cont¬ 
inued to make wine and brandy in rela¬ 
tively small quantities for sale among 
the Slavs, a Practice which has 
attracted the attention of federal 
agents at times. The Yuaoslav skill in 
this field was admired, even by the 
aqents, one of whom told me after a 
raid in Watsonville in the 1950s that 
the brandy that had been seized was by 
far the finest he had ever tasted. 

The Yugoslav attitude toward edu¬ 
cation is difficult to evaluate, be- 
causein many cases the senior family 
felt that the farm or business came 
first. On the other hand, Yuaoslavs 
have been among the principal financial 
supporters of Catholic schools in 
Watsonville. Too, the importance some 
of the early Slavs attached to edu¬ 
cation can be seen by the number of 
sons and daughters of the Slav immig¬ 
rants who have gone into the prof¬ 
essions, and who have colleqe or univ¬ 
ersity deqrees. 

Indeed, the aformentioned Mr. 
Cikuth confesses that one of the rea^-.-;. 
sons he retired when he did was because 
he had put aside enough money to send 
his four daughters to college. He 
didn't want to risk his money any 
longer to the whims of the apple busin¬ 
ess. (All the girls went to college— 

3 became teachers and the fourth, an 
office secretary). 

Desoite a tendency to stay to-^-... 
qether, especially by the older Slavs, 
in social and church matters (and some¬ 
times fight together as business rivals 
the Dalmatians have inserted themsel¬ 
ves into the flow of community life. 
They have entered many fields besides 
farming; in fact, not all the immig¬ 
rants went into farming—some entered 
other fields, principally bar and 
restaurant. The Drnich family should 
be mentioned in this connection. 

By the mid-1960s, the Slav comm¬ 
unity in Watsonville had produced at 
least eight lawyers, two mayors (Dr. 

P. B. Marinovich, a physician, and 
Louis Gluhan, a cabinetmaker), three 






aldermen,(Mitchell Madesko and Mitchell 
Kalich, both natives of Yugoslavia, and 
MattPendo), and a superior court 
judge(Charles Franich). Other sons and 
grandsons of the original Slav settlers 
have gone into such fields as real es¬ 
tate and insurance, accounting, car 
dealerships, cattle ranching, banking, 
teaching and land development. 

But the amalgamation is not com- 
plete-there are areas where the Dal¬ 
matians, especially the older ones, 
conservative and reticent by nature, 
have held back. This is perhaps to 
be expected, since their interests 
outside business have centered on 
their families and church, and too 
they have been generous benefactors 
with regard to their families and 
villages in the old country. But, 
their names have sometimes been miss¬ 
ing from lists of those contributing 
their time and energy to civic and 
cultural endeavors. Too, some have 
been slow to spend money on their 
downtown properties to keep them 
abreast of the times(although there 
are some sharp exceptions to this 
generality.) 

Overall, and their non-Slav con¬ 
temporaries will be the first to say 
so, the role of the Yuaoslav in the 
Pajaro Valley has been a positive one, 
an honorable one and one, some feel, 
to be envied. Jack London referred to 
the Pajaro Valley as "Little Dalmatia." 
In terms of property ownership, of 
advancement and education, of skills 
and professional qualities, and of 
sheer wealth, it may not be so 
"little" any more.

After the winter break, in the 
beginning of March, the teams of the 
FIRST LEAGUE continued with their 
matches for the national championship. 

Recently, they played their 21st 
round and they achieved the following 
scores:

NAPREDAK—SARAJEVO 2:0 
CELIK—PARTIZAN 1:1 
ZELJEZNICAR—VOJVODINA 3:0

CRVENA ZVEZDA—OLIMPIJA 2:1 
HAJDUK—VELEZ (No score, the game 
was put off). 

On the international scene , just 
recently, the Yugoslav team HAJDUK

This lovely island is some 16 
miles north-west of Dubrovnik and is 
around 5 miles off the Peljesac 
peninsula. The landscape of the island 
is marked by limestone ridges and a 
series of small valleys. Seventy-two 
percent of the island is wooded. Mljet 
is long and narrow. It is no more than 
2 miles wide but is 23 miles long. 

At the north-west tin of the is¬ 
land is the lake Mljetsko Jezero 
which is actually two lakes, Mali 
Jezero and Veliko Jezero. These two 
lakes are connected by a 100' channel. 
Veliko Jezero is connected to the sea 
by a shallow channel but which is 
sufficient to cause the lakes to be 
subject to high and low tides. The 
swift sea currents chance directions 
every 6 hours. During the Middle Aces, 
this changing flow was used to power 
nearby miils. 

The sea near Mljet and the lakes 
are famous for their fish, especially 
eel and lobster. There are many 
tourist excursions from Dubrovnick 
to Mljet for fish picnics.

The island has been populated 
since the earliest of times. Near 
Babine Kuce there are traces of 
Illyrian settlements and graves which 
nre-date Christ. At the zenith of the 
Roman Empire, Mljet's inhabitants 
attacked and sent the Roman fleet to 
subjuaate Mljet's people. It was sub¬ 
sequently incorporated into the Roman 
Empire. 

There are many old Roman archael- 
oqical finds dottinq the island. Mlje 
passed throuch several conquerers' 
control before it became part of the 
Dubrovnick Republic in 1333. From tha 
point, the island was ruled by a 
Dubrovnick Count who. resided at 
Babino Polje. 

Churches are numerous and include 
a wide variety of architecture from th 
Romanesque Gothic and Renaissance 
periods. 

Mljet's main settlements are 
Babino Polje, Pro^ura, and Govedjari, 
all of which are located in the inter¬ 
ior. The coastal settlements include 
Sobra, Pola&e, Kozerica, and Poma.

Dubrovnik, the leading tourist 
resort on Yugoslavia's southern 
Adriatic coast, famed for its lovely 
setting, exceptionally well- 
preserved city walls and numerous 
cultural monuments, was formerly 
a free city and republic.

prosperity in the 15th and 16th 
centuries, when it operated a 
huge merchant fleet. In 1667 it 
was struck by a catastrophic 
earthquake which destroyed much 
of the city and killed many of its 
inhabitants. Its economy took a 
long time to recover from this 
tragic blow: it was not until the 
mid-18th century that trade and 
navigation fully revived. 

Dubrovnik was 
occupied by the French in 
1806. At the Congress of Vienna 
(1814/15), Dalmatia, including 
Dubrovnik, was handed over to 
Austria, and remained in the 
Austro-Hungarian state until the 
end of the First World War, when 
it was incorporated in the newly- 
established Yugoslav state. 


At the end of the 18th and 
beginning of the 19th centuries, 
the Dubrovnik Republic found 
itself in a very difficult diplomatic 



position. Apart from fear of mighty 
Austria which was extending its 
territories to the very borders of 
the little republic and the 
appearance of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, there was the danger 
of England, France, and later 
Russia, seizing Dubrovnik's ships. 
The peasant rebellion in the 
surrounding Konavle region and 
the huge loan which the 
Dubrovnik Republic was 
compelled to give France made it 
very cautious about entering into 
new diplomatic and trade 
agreements. 

The government of the 
Dubrovnik Republic could not 
accept the assessment of its 
diplomat in Paris, F. Favijo, 
on the possibility 
of establishing relations 
with the newly-proclaimed United 
States of America. The American 
side proposed a trade agreement, 
but the Dubrovnik people refused, 
and the republic was one of the 
last states to recognize the USA. 
But the failure to sign such an 
agreement did not, in fact, greatly 
affect its overseas maritime trade. 


Dubrovnik’s merchants, seamen 
and ship-owners undertook on 
their own initiative and risk to 
transport goods between ports ip 
the United States and Europe. 

The efforts of American 
diplomats in Europe to get the 
Dubrovnik government to sign an 
international trade treaty with the 
USA were unsuccessful. The 
reason, however, was not just the 
conservatism or inefficiency of the 
republic's government: the 
deciding factor was the realistic 
assessment of Dubrovnik's 
merchants and ship-owners, who 
did not find such overseas 
business very profitable. 
Considerable risk was involved 
since Dubrovnik's boats were 
frequently intercepted, their 
captains subjected to long 
interrogation and the vessels 
searched. Sometimes the ship and 
its cargo would be seized. 
Moreover, there was fierce 
competition among unscrupulous 
European merchants on the 
American market. 

In October 1805 in Barcelona, 
the Dubrovnik merchant F.

RadeSid signed a contract to carry 
goods to New York on the 
Dubrovnik brig “San Giacomo". In 
the same year, a contract was 
signed in the Dubrovnik general 
consulate in Barcelona for the 
transport of cargo to Boston 
harbour in the Dubrovnik sailing 
vessel “Madonna del Rosario", 
under the command of Captain 
Boiifikovid. This captain signed- 
another agreement in Barcelona in 
the same year for the transport of 
goods in the "Nostra signora del 
Rosario” flying under the flag of 
the Dubrovnik Republic. The 
cargo was to be taken on in the 
port of Vendrell. A similar 
agreement was made in 1806 
involving the "San Niccolo" flying 
the Dubrovnik flag under the 
command of Captain F.A. Mimbeli. 
The goods were unloaded in 
Raltimnrfl Jhfl Dut^rnvnik 
merchant ^. RadeSiffi shipped 
various kinBs of wine from 
Spanish ports to harbours in the 
United States, mostly New York. In 
1807, similar cargoes were carried 
across the Atlantic in Dubrovnik 
sailing ships making several 


voyages under the command of 
the well-known captains Nikola 
Despot of PeljeSac and Ivan IpSid, 
a native of the island of Lopud. 

American merchants also used 
Dubrovnik vessels for transporting 
Spanish wines. In 1806, A. 
Thompson, a Boston merchant, 
loaded 300 pipes of wine on 
board the Dubrovnik brig "La 
Divina Providenza" which sa iled 
under (Captain Guljermovidj lo 
Copenhagen harbour. 

American citizens maintained 
other useful maritime and 
commercial ties with Dubrovnik. 
American ships and cargoes, for 
instance, were sometimes insured 
with Dubrovnik insurance 
companies. In 1806, the sailing 
ship "Washington" and the brigs 
"Gospoor" and “Harriot" were 
thus insured. 

There were other contacts, too. 
In 1796, Captain M. Matkovid of 
Dubrovnik purchased a sailing 
vessel built in the USA, while in 
1802. the D ubrovnik seaman Luko 
CBorkovidJ erved as helmsman on 
an American sailing ship. A 
considerable number of Dubrovnik 


citizens obtained travel permits 
from the Dubrovnik general 
consulate in Barcelona to go to 
the United States. 

As these few data show, 
maritime trade -ties between the 
tiny republic and the newly- 
established American state were 
varied and useful. 

The official attitude of the 
Dubrovnik Republic regarding 
maritime trade with the United 
States was cautious. The people 
of Dubrovnik kept a close watch 
on the situation and waited in the 
hope that circumstances and 
conditions would improve. In fact, 
they deteriorated. The ruling land- 
and ship-owning class was ruined, 
and the republic lost its 
sovereignty. 

The contacts between these 
two republics, so different in size 
and social order, were by no 
means inconsiderable: some forty 
merchant vessels under sail, flying 
the Dubrovnik flag, with about 600 
Dubrovnik seamen and twenty or 
so merchants spent an average of 
at least thirty days in the ports of 
the United States.

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OATMEAL CHOCOLATE CHIP COOKIES 
by Teri Gulermovich 
3/4 cup of vegetable shortening 
1 cup firmly packed brown suqar 
1/2 cup granulated suqar 
1 egg 

1/4 cup of water 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

3 cups oats, uncooked 

1 cup all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon soda 

6 oz. package of chocolate chips 

Beat together shortening, suaars, eqa 
water and vanilla until creamy. Add 
combined remaining ingredients; mix 
well. Drop by rounded teaspoonfuls 
onto greased cookie sheet. Bake 
in preheated moderate oven at (350°) 
12 to 15 minutes. (Chopped nuts, 
raisins or coconut may be added.) 
Makes about 5 dozen cookies.
